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The latest robbery was on Friday, October 
29th, 2010 at about 11 a.m, The manager 
of the bank declined to speak with Khmer 
Post. According to the “Mass. Most Wanted”, 
sponsored by the Mass. Bankers Association, 
the suspect was described as a “white 


male, 5’9” tall, very thin build” The per- 
petrator described also as wearing mask, 
demanded for cash, and threaten to shoot 
employees, although no weapon was 
physically shown. According to Lowell 
Sun, at least one person was transported 
from the scene of the incident by ambulance 
while police cruisers combed the area look- 
ing for a suspect. A Cambodian business 
owner who located across the street from 
this incident reported, “ At about 12 o’clock 
at noon on October 29th the police and 
investigator came into my office and 
questioned if 1 had seen anyone unusual 
around the area. 1 told them no and they 
left. Later, my mother told me that before 
I arrived she saw police car, ambulance, 
and police went into the business across 


the street from us. What really happened I 
don’t know.” 

Per Crime report from Spotcrime.com/ 
ma/Lowell, indicated that the crime of 
burglar and robbery concentrated in the 
Highland Neighborhoods. The report 
showed 14 crime locations were committed 
in this area. Centralville, South Lowell, and 
Belvidere Neighborhoods shared equal 


crime rate of 8 locations. While The Acre 
Neighborhoods had 3, Back Central had 
2, Downtown had 1. Spotcrime.com/ma/ 
Lowell reported to include crime reports 
from both the Police incident reports and 
other news sources. Not all alleged perpe- 
trators necessarily found guilty of the crime. 
High crime rat showed in the middle and 
the end of October, a few in the first week of 
November. 

A few Cambodian business owners 
asked not to be identify reported they heard 
of the burglar and robbery in their business 
district. Some have their business for 17 
years, 5 years, and nearly a year. Most 
expressed they are not scared and a few 
expressed safety concern as the day gets 
dark early. One owner on Westford Street 


who asked not to be identify stated, “I am 
scared. Now I try to lock by door when it 
gets dark out ” Khmer Post contacted FBI 
investigator and Lowell Police Department 
about the crimes, but they were unable to 
return the calls and respond for comments.

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Garment Factories, Exports Grow With Recovery

Wilde 49 gan nent factories shut- 
tered their doois, 70 opened in die 
first nine months of the year, which 
saw 21 percent export growth for 
the sector, according to data re- 
leased tilts week from the min- 
istries of Labor r nd Commerce. 

Still, growth lzvds next year are 
not expected lo return to those 
seen before the financial crisis and 
may not lead to proportional job 
increases, experts said. 

Neou Seflia, senior researcher at 
the Economic Institute of Cam- 
bodia, said he expected lower 
growth next year than this year, as 
the recovery continues. 

'This year is the recovery period 
and die pace of growth is fasti*-, but 
next year in 2011 and 2012 the 
growth will be slower,” he said. 

Last week, Finance Minister 
Keat Chhon said exports of gar- 
ments and textiles would reach 
$2.8 billion this year, down from the 
$29 billion figure reached to 2008. 

Ken Loo. sccrctarygeneral of tf ic 
G arment Manufacturers Association 
in Cambodia, said export growth 
could reach 15 percent next year, as 
the country benefits from rule 
changes in the European Union's 
Everything but Arms trade scheme 
for least-developed countries. 

He said even with an increase in 


exports, it would not directly trans- 
late to a corresponding spike in fobs 
and factories. Factories, more and 
more, are producing more expen- 
sive, complicated items, though the 
added value does not require a pro- 
portional amount of workers. 

“Obviously, the factories arc mov- 
ing up the value chain so the value of 
the exports produced is going up. 
So looking at the value of exports 
does not give you a complete pic- 
ture," he sakL 

Tuomo Pbutiainen, chief teclini- 
cal adviser at the International Labor 
Organization, said that to the first 
half of the year, 20,000 jobs had been 
created to the sector, leaving a toted 
erf 300,000 jobs and 248 factories. 

1LO statistics released earner 
this year estimated that in April 
2008, a few months before the 
onset of the crisis, there were 
360,000 jobs. 

He said he expected jobs to 
catch up with exports, as there is 
generally a lag as factories attempt 
to find skilled workers and as facto- 
ries emerge from the crisis with a 
better-trained, more efficient staff. 

He sad that factories also may 
be waiting to see how many orders 
they receive. 

“The recovery from the crisis 
can also be a bit tentative.” he said.

The Cambodian Association of 
Illinois’s museum and memorial will 
be opening up their newest exhibit: Witnessing the Cambodian 
Killing Fields: 3 years, 8 months, 20 days. The exhibit will be 
available for the public from December 4th through the year 
2012, weekly from 10:00 AM through 4:00 PM, Monday- 
Friday. Their goal is to create a traveling version of the 
exhibit, and to bring the message of the exhibit to as many 
people as possible. The exhibit will be free, but $5 donation 
is requested on opening night. 

The museum was built 6 years ago for the Cambodian 
community, as a way “so the Khmer People and consequently, 
all US citizens would not forget what happened during the 
deprivation of the Pol Pot years,” said Charles Daas, the 
Executive Director of the Cambodian Association of Illinois. 
The museum is a great place to learn about the arts and culture 
of Cambodia. The memorial is known as the “Wall of Remem- 
brance,” an 80-panel wall that honors loved ones that were 
lost in the Khmer Rouge. 

The exhibit is to firmly enforce to the visitors the story 
and history of what happened to the Cambodian people. 
The message is delivered by Cambodians, a panel of experts 
or historians. It also explores the aftermath — the recovery 
of the genocide’s survivors and the prospects for justice. 




“Every Cambodian-American should see this exhibition - 
survivors, children, and grandchildren. This is a difficult 
truth, but the story must be told,” Daas commented. According 
to Daas report, before the museum and memorial was opened, 
a significant number of community members said they didn’t 
want to remember this horrific time, many conceived of it 
as baring our and collective shame to the world. However, 
Daas challenged that “by keeping silent, then we also silence 
the sacrifice and the souls of over two million people. As 
we remain silent, those who will perpetrate genocide in 
Sudan and other countries around the globe will see their 
way clear to the systematic, deliberate destruction of a people. 
Indeed, the Killing Fields is not a stand-alone tragedy, but 
part of a continuum of genocide that has plagued humanity 
throughout the 20th century and now into the 21st.” 
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Nuon Chea 
Team Requests 
UN to Interject

The defense for Nuon Chea, 
the senior-most surviving leader 
of the Khmer Rouge regime, 
called yesterday on UN human 
rights rapporteurs to address alle- 
gations of political tampering at 
the Khmer Rouge tribunal, some- 
tiling the lawyers said the court 
itself could not do. 

With dime others, Nuon Chea 
was indicted in September for war 
cranes, cranes against humanity, 
genocide and other crimes result- 
ing in up to 2.2 million deaths. 
Defense lawyers have railed 
against perceived interference in 
the work of the court by die gov- 
ernment, which has publicly 
instructed the court to curtail both 
the number of trials and the sum- 
moning of witnesses. 

Two pretrial judges in Sep- 
tember found merit in such argu- 
ments, saying that public govern- 
ment warnings against the testi- 
mony of six senior CPP witnesses 
may haw amounted to contempt 
of court but they were overruled 
by Cambodian judges, who reject- 
ed such findings, meaning no 
action could be taken. 

"The disturbing consequence of 
the Cambodian judges’ attitude is 
that the {tribunal] will not be inves- 
tigating tiiese allegations of political 
interference at the court and six 
potentially exculpatory witnesses 
for die defense-—who were previ- 
ously apixwed as witnesses— 1 will 
not be heard," lawyers Victor 
Koppe and Michid Pestnian wrote 
in a letter yesterday to Surya Su- 
bedi the UN human rights envoy 
for Cambodia. 

“Staunch, public condemnation 
by the special rapporteur of the 
current state of affairs at the [tri- 
bunal) would both spotlight the 
challenges feeing the tribunal and 
send a strong message" to the 
government” 

A similar letter was also sent to 
Gabrida C Knaul de Albuquerque 
e Siva, the, UN rapporteur on judi- 
cial independence, according to 
Jasper Pauw, a defense lawyer. 

Mr Subedi said in an email yes- 
terday that he was studying the fet- 
ter and had no further comment 
Ms Knaul de Albuquerque e Silva 
was not immediately available.
